not very old, on the average, accord­ 


ing to Dr. Thomas 
T. Read, acting 
assistant to the Director of the Bu­ 
reau of Mines, D epartm ent of 
the 
Interior, in a recent statem ent on the 
deep mines of the world. 
The oldest mines in the world of 
which 
there is any certain 
record 
are the copper and turquoise 
mines 
of the Sinai Peninsula, wthich were 
worked by the Egyptians as 
early 
as 3700 B. C., but these have never 
!>een sunk to what would now « be 
considered even moderate depths. The 
silver-lead mines of Mount Laurion, 
in Greece, are very old. 
Menophon, 
w riting 
in 355 B. €., said: 
“They 
were wrought in very ancient tim es”, 
but as the mineral occurs along 
the 
contact between approxim ately hori­ 
zontal limestones and slates, it 
is 
hardly possible (to speak of the mines 
as having any depth at all, except in 
the sense that p, tunnel has depth be­ 
neath the top 
of 
the 
m ountain it 
pierces. 
The 
Phoenicians 
probably 
began to work bhe tin mines of Spain 
and Cornwall as early as 1500 B. C. 
Although the mining 
in 
Cornwall 
has ben carried on continuously until 
modern tim es, the 
Dolcoath w ork­ 
ings, the deepest, were not 
sunk 
further than 3300 feet, as the cost of 
tin produced from suoh depths 
was 
too great to compete with

Beware of Bloat 
According to the 
County 
Agent, 
there are several cases of bloat

pearing within the county.

due to cattle being turned upon

If the young succulent clover is 
damp from the dew or from a show­ 
er of rain, the danger of bloat is very 
great. 
Care should be taken 
not to 
let the cattle remain on the fields too 
long 
and they 
should ¡be watched 
carefully. 
When bloat develops, put 
a stick between the cows jaws and 
keep her moving, or insert a rubber 
tube into her mouth into the first 
stomach. 
If this has no effect 
and 
the case is severe the animal should 
be tapped, preferably with a trocar, 
but if this instrument is not avail­ 
able a small bladed pocket knife will 
answer the (purpose.

Taxes vs. Dividends 


AILROADS throughout the country arc doing everything possible to main­ 
tain and add .to the prosperity of the nation. 
Orders for needed new equip­ 
ment, material and supplies totaling many millions of dollars are being 
placed now. 
The railroads are preparing to further improve their facilities so that 
they may continue to function with the same adequate efficiency that was so marked 
last year. 
Generally speaking, the shipping and traveling public is in sympathy with the 
efforts of the railroads. 
The public appreciates the importance-—the absolute 
necessity—of dependable and adequate railroad transportation. 
The public also 
appreciates the large contributions railroads are making to existing prosperity, for 
railroad orders are keeping hundreds of thousands of men employed at profitable 
wages and in that way a large portion of our population is provided with potential 
purchasing power. 
One of the few discordant notes now being sounded is an insistent demand for 
lower freight rates. 
These demands are coming for the most part from profes­ 
sional agitators. 
If the price of some farm product is too low they cry “lower the 
freight rates.“ 
If the price of some manufactured article is too high they again 
cry “lower the freight rates.’ 
They do not take into account what will happen 
if railroads are deprived of a LIVING WAGE. 
In spite of the fact that the railroads of this country handled the greatest volume 
of traffic in history last year the amount of dividends paid to owners of railroad 
securities amounted to considerably less than the amount of taxes paid by the 
railroads to local, state and national governments. 
Taking 1913 as a normal pre­ 
war year the records show that dividends amounting to $332,300,406 were paid as 
compared with taxes amounting to $127,725,809. 
Using these figures as a basis 
the records show that in 1922 dividends had dwindled to $271,576,000 or 82 per 
cent of what they were in 1913, while taxes had increased in 1923 to $336,399,600 
or 263 per cent of the 1913 figure. 
These dwindling dividends and ever-mounting taxes constitute an unanswerable 
argument. 
Not only taxes, but also the prices of every item that enters into the 
cost of producing railroad transportation service have increased out of all propor­ 
tion to the relatively slight increases that have been made in the rate levels. 
Reduction of the tax burden is vastly more important than any other problem 
confronting our law makers. 
They should not attempt to strangle and starve the 
railroads but should provide some relief in the form of lower taxes. 
Lowering 
freight rates would seriously hamper and cripple the railroads. 
Lowering taxes 
would help not only the railroads but ail classes of citizens.

TO EIGHT MELON AND 
CANTALOUPE INSECTS 


The following suggestions are of- j 
fered for fighting insects on ml.<(nsj 
and cantaloupes: 
Time- When plants first come thru 
the ground and every 5 to 7 days fal­ 
lowing they should be dusted 
until 
beetles disappear or vines start 
to 
run. 
.Spraying or dusting for plant lice 
or melon aphis should start wben lice 
first appear and if thoroughly 
do®«*, 
one or two applications is enough. 
What to use: 
For the past three 
years growers in all parts of Missou­ 
ri have been using nicotine dust 
or 
nico dust successfully for* the control 
of both striped 
ami 
spotted beetles, 
and lice. 
When used for beetles, or 
when both 
are 
present, 
the 
dust 
shoiild contain not less than 4 
per 
cent pure nicotine. 
The addition erf 
10 per cent arsenical poison will give 
increased protection 
over a greater 
period of time. 
When 
lice 
(aphis) 
only are present, 2 per cent pure nic­ 
otine is sufficient. 
The following “ home mixture” , ap­ 
plied as a dust, is used by a 
great 
many growers with large acreages of 
melons and cantaloupes agaiflst 
the 
beetles only, and has proved effective 
as a repallent and in killing 
those 
which persist in feeding: 
1 pound of powdered arsenate of 
lead. 
H pound of Paris Green. 
15 pounds of dry air-slaked 
or 
hydrated lime. 
(Mix thoroughly. 
•If calcium arsenate is more **a«»ily 
obtained, the following mixture can 
be used: 
10 pounds air-slaked or hydrat­ 
ed Hme. 
1 pound calcium arsenate. 
For lice only, a liquid spray 
of 
nicotine sulphate can be used by mix­ 
ing 
with w’ater as directed on the 
bottle or can. 
How 
to 
apply—Nicotine 
dust 
should be applied by using a dust or 
dust sprayer. 
The small “ gun” cost­ 
ing from one to three dollars is 
all 
right for the small garden, but for 
fields of an acre or larger, the 
dust 
sprayer costing from 
$8 to $25 
is 
best. 
Nicotine dust should 
always 
be applied in 
the 
heat 
of the day 
when it is most volatile and 
when 
there is no wind blowing. 
With this 
method, 1 1-2 to 3 pounds of 
dust 
ppr acre is required for each appli­ 
cation, before the vines start 
run­ 
ning, for watermelon, and 
5 to 
8 
pounds for cantaloupes. 
The dusting can be done even on a 
windy day by attaching a large fun­ 
nel to the delivery tube of the duster 
or dust gun so that the funnel can 
be placed over the hill of small plants 
and the dust forced onto them 
thru 
the funnel. 
The funnel helps to hold 
the dust around the plant until each 
insect is reached and for that rea­ 
son should be used when possible. 
The “ home mixture” can be 
ap ­ 
plied with a dust sprayer or 
d^st 
gun; or by shaking onto the 
plant 
thru a cheesecloth bag or perforated 
syrup can. This last method requires 
from 2 to 4 times as mueh dust 
as 
when the dust gun is used. 
Source of supply—-Many local deal­ 
ers are now handling nicotine dusts 
and dusters. 
If, (however, you are in 
doubt a s to convenient supply, 
ask 
your County 
Extension 
Agent 
or 
write direct to the College of A gri­

are not very deep and deep minea are 
not very old, on the average, accord­ 


ing to Dr. Thomas 
T. Read, acting 
assistant to the Director of the Bu­ 
reau of Mines, Department of 
the 
Interior, in a recent »tatemen* on the 
deep mines of the world. 
The oldest mines in the world of 
which 
there is any certain 
record 
are the copper and turquoise 
mines 
f the »Sinai Peninsula, wrthich were 
worked hy the Egyptians as 
early 
s 3700 B. C., but these have never 
been sunk to what would now • Ik* 
considered even moderate depths. The 
lilver-lead mines of .Mount Laurion, 
n Greece, are very old. 
Menophon, 
writing 
in 355 B. C., said: 
“ They 
were wrought in very ancient tim es” , 
but as the mineral occurs along 
the 
contact between approximately hori­ 
zontal limestones ami slates, it 
is 
hardly possible to speak of the mines 
as having any depth at all, except in 
the sense that ¡a tunnel has depth be- 
eath the top 
of 
the 
mountain it 
pierces. 
The 
Phoenicians 
probably 
legan to work the tin mines of Spain 
and Cornwall as early as 1500 B. C. 
Although the mining 
in 
Cornwall 
has ben carried on continuously until 
modern times, the 
Dolcoath work­ 
ings, the deepest, were not 
sunk 
further than 3800 feet, as the cost of 
tin produced from suoh depths 
was 
to> great to compete with 
that from 
surface workings in M araysia. 
The various other old mines 
in 
Europe are not very deep. 
The Suli- 
te'ma mine, in Norway, has an 
in­ 
clined shaft 3700 feet deep, and is 
of particular interest because it 
is 
the only deep mine north of 
the 
Arctic Circle. 
It was opened in 1887. 
Generally 
speaking, 
the 
deepest 
mines of Europe áre coal mines. Coal 
mine shafts in Great Britain are as 
much as 3500 feet deep, while many 
of the coal mine shafts 
in Belgium 
and France are over 30Tm) 
feet deep 
and several shafts are now 
being 
sunk which will go to a depth of 4,- 
000 feet. 
Mexico i* a great mining country 
and probably most people suppose it 
has many deep mines, but this is not 
a fact, for few of them 
are at all 
deep, and a shaft of over 2000 feet is 
exceptional. 
The Penóles mine, 
in 
Du»*ango, is 2000 feet deep. 
Most of the mines of 
South Amer­ 
ican might more accurately be call­ 
ed high rather than deep. 
The Brad­ 
en mine, in Ghile, 
one 
of the

copper mines opened in recent times,

The copper mines at Cerro 
de 
Pasco, in Peru (started as a 
silver 
mine in 1630) are only albout 
1000 
feet deep, though they are at

level. 
There are some small mines 
in South America

elevations than this, but the 
only 
really deep mine in South America is 
the .St. John de Rey mine in Brazil,

world. 
Its workings extend to

depth of 6726 feet vertically below 
the top of the main shaft. This depth 
is reached by a series 
of connected 
shafts, like a flight of stairs.

is a gold mine which was started

The next deepest mine workings in 
the world are in the Kolar gold field 
of India, where the Champion Reef 
Gold Mines (Ltd.), has a number of 
deep shafts, two of them being 6901 
and 6094 feet deep, respectively.

mine in Illinois has a shaft 1004 feet 
deep.
